Gloaming Wins and Loses — Dead 
Heat in Derby — Rebus Wins by 
Gameness Over Gloaming. 



fSYDXKY, Xew South W'liles, October 8 . — Tho 
spring mooting of the Aiistmlian Jockoy Club, which 
oiionort last Saturday, is in glorious progress. Kao- 
ing was never so i>opular as this season. On the 
first two days at Uandwick, with wet weather, tho 
attendance was r>ri.(KK) and 7.5.(KI0 and the I»etting 
tvas stniK*udouK. The take on the Metropolitan 
Handicap alone was nearly $130,000 and the day’s 
total over $440.(KK>. 

The Australlui Jockey Club D<‘rby. run for Satur- 
day, Oetoltor 4; at Uandwick, resulted in a dead 
heat between Artilleryman, by Comedy King — 
Cross Mattery, atid Iticlimoud Main, by Prince Foote 
— Australian Gas. There were only eight starters 
and the mile and a half was run in 2:34. Artillery- 
man was 2 to 1 and Uiohmond Main 4 to 1 in the 
betting. 

In the $11,000 Spring Stakes the same day, 
Poitrel, 5, 131, by St. Alwyne — Poniard, bent the 
champion Gloaming, 4, 123, by a head after 
thrilling race for the last mile of the mile and a 
half. Poitrel closed on and wore Gloaming down 
in the last two hundred .yards and won genuinely. 
The time was 2:8.>V;i. A notable field of ten went in 
the race. Cetigne. 132. was third. Ilehind him 
were The Fortune Hunter, 132; Prince Virides, 131; 
KetinH(|uhair, 131; Ian ’Or, 129; Sasanof, 129; Thana, 
127, and Carbern, 12(1. Gloaming was an odds-on 
favorite; Poitrel. 9 to 4; Sasanof, 4 to 1, and 20 
to 1 was laid against the others. 

The second race of October 5 at Uandwick was 
for the $30,000 Metropolitan Handicap at one mile 
and a half. It was a magnificent one and won 
by Rebus in 2:32^. Rebus is a six-year-old by 
Radium — Quibble, and carried 130 pounds. Kenil- 
ford, 5, 102, by Kenilworth — Rlueford, was second 
and Amasonia, 5, 100, by St Alwyne— The .\mazon, 
third. An enormous field of twenty -seven horses 
started, including Kennaquhnir, 13o; Cetigne, 128 
Ian ’Or, 110; laiddie Mine, 98; Afterglow, 118; 
Arch Marella. 124; Fiiimark, 126; Sandbee, 107; 
Prince Viridis. 128; Thana. 128; Lordacre, 126; 
Sydney Damsel, 124; Dick Meagher, 108; Mraille. 
107; Shaded Light, 10.5; Golden Bronze, 103; Toison 
d’Or, 102; Carliern. 110; Seabound, 100; New Zea- 
land, 99; British Arch, 99; Posadoon, 98; Red- 
burn, 98, and Kvery Da.v, 92. In the Ix'tting Rebus 
was 12 to 1, Keniiford 13 to 1 and Amazonia 
33 to 1. Ian 'Or, Keniiford and Cetigne were the 
favorites at oVa to 1 , 

In some of the lists issued at the commencement 
of. September the Kpsoni and Metropolitan double 
of Wolaroi and Rebus was quoted at 2000 to 1. 
After the declaration of first forfeit, and before 
Wolaroi won the Tramway Handicap, the price of 
12110 to 1 was still obtainable. 

The totalizator turnover of $440,168 at Randwick 
on Metropolitan day was a record for Australia and 
New Zealand. Investments on the Metropolitan 
totaled $13.5,798. 5Vitli the turnover for the first 
two days $8.51.322, it is certain (unless the weather 
interferes! the total of $1,114,696 for the spring 
meeting of lust year will l»e Ix'aten. 

WOLAROI AND GLOAMING IN FORM. 

Wolaroi, 6 , by Kenilworth — Whidilen Kass, won 
the $12,000 mile Kpsom Handicap on Saturday. He 
waa 7 to 1, carried 134 isiiinds, and Is-at Quaestor, 
Ti, 112. b.v twi> lengths, wilh (Jreenstead tliird. Tin 
mile was in 1 ;38i ^ and the race a sparkling one. 

'I'lie day Is-fore in the 'lYamw.-i.v Handicap Wolaroi 
under 138 iHiiinds, made a new Australian record 
for seven-cdglitlis. beating (treeiistead. 137 iwiuTids, 
by a lengtli, witli I.,addie Mine. Ill, tliird. The time 
was 1:2.5*4, some two seconds slower than the 
1:23% Xew Zealand noairU of Fahriqiiette. .5, 12u, 
at Auckland last Deceinln'r. But it was a fine 
performance, considering tiie weiglit Wolaroi car- 
lied. There were sevdnieen starters. 

Gloaming, at his first start in Australia last 
season, creati'd a sensation, and his reapiH-arann 
here WHS prisliietive of another. In tin* Spring 
Stakes at Kosehiil in* was mis-ting Wolaroi on much 
lietter terms tlian would lie liie case in a mile lian- 
dicap, but, as he had nut raced since his fall at 
Welllligtoii in May, and Wolaroi had shown first- 
oltaa Mprinting form at Randwick the previous Sat 
tirday, it was generall.v thought the latter would 
prove Ills master. ,\t the end GbKiining won quite 
easily by a length in 1:40, and Is surely a brilliant 
racer. His like for sihhmI has not been sa-en here 
for many a day. So far Gloaming has won $62,183. 
Poitrel is another notable winner now in sharp 
action. With eight wins and two thirds in stakes 
D« baa earned $49,50.5.

John O. did not rare wlien a two-year-old and consequently is .a development of the present year. 
A right gu<id one Jie is. too, winner of four of his seven races and probably destined to figure well in tlie 
niiddleweiglit division of oiir hniidieap horses in next year's racing. His best ra<-e took place at laitonia, 
Octulier 8 , wiieii he earried 11.5 itotinds in tl:e Sinton Hotel Handicap .at a mile and an eiglith and, riiiining 
tlie mile in 1:38% and tlie disttineo of the race in 1:51, defecated Madge F., 108; War Spirit, 107; llegalo, 
112; Sun Gmi, ItKS; Linden, 110, and Omond, 106. 'I'liat was a capital race ami an exiMjsitioii of ids iM‘st 
form of this year. When it eanie to tlie running of tlie I.atonia Championship Stakes lie made tlie riin- 
niiig for over a mile and a ipiarter, then fell away la-aten and finished next to last. Two things can lie 
deduced from this. One, and tlie most likely to Ik* accepted, is that he cannot stay :i mile and tliree- 
quarters at a goial racing pace, 'riie other, and almut as likely to in* correct, is that liis preparation for 
the big race liad not l>een conducted along adeqii:ite lines. 

According to the Bruce Ikiwc system John O. has no family number. Xotwitlistanding this not greatly 
important circumstance, he is a blue blocMl tlioroughbred, with a great prepcmderanc*e of Eclipse lines 
in his makeup. In bis fifth removal lie traces to Eclipse twenty-six times, to Herod five and to Matcheni 
once, showing a lack of balance in ills allotment of the thrr-e c-ardinal lines. His daddy. Sir John John- 
son, was a fleet and hardy warrior of tlie race track, and liis graiidsire Isidor was a wonderfully fast 
horse under liSgli imi>osts. He won many line races for Marcus Dal.v in 1898 ami 1899 over s;irintiug dist- 
ances. Isidor’s dam Isis was n daughter of the two Epsom Derby winners. Bend Or ami Shotover. John 
O.’s lack of a family luimber comes through liis paternal line, w!iic*h runs bac*k to a mare of a hundred 
years or so ago by the Englisli horse: Medley and e;ids tliere, bec-ause no further trac*e of her ancestry 
can l*e found, “runs into mud,” us one writer has put it. 'riie ease is not singular, for going far enough 
liack every authentic pedigree in the General Stud BtKik of England runs back into the mists of tlie 
past to a point where they also “run into mud.” This stain in liis iK*dlgree did not prevent his grnnddam 
5Vanda from being tlie best filly sired in tills country by the famous Frcnc-h liorse Mortemer. Slie was a 
racing wonder and when a two- 3 ’ear-old in 1884 won the Surf Stakes, Tyro Stakes, Seabriglit Stakes, 
Cliampionship Stallion Stakes, Home Bred Protliice Stakes. Flatbush Stakes, (’entral Stakes and Eclectic 
Stakes and in money $26,670, a great aggregate for tl:ose days. Another famous American mare close up 
in his pedigree is La Tosea, the best daugliter of St. Blaise. In fact, there are many high points of 
interest in the pedigree of John O., and here it is:

MANY HORSES ON THE WAY TO CUBA 



Consignments from New York, Maryland and Ken- 
tucky Leave for Winter Racing at Havana. 



PIMLICO, Md., Xovembt'r 5. — Judging by tlie 
number and quality of horses that are being 
shipiM‘d to Cuba, the predictions made that the meet- 
ing at Oriental Park this coming winter would be a 
banner one seem likely to be full.v reulizi*d. A 
niiiiiber of the best thoroughbreds destined for win- 
ter racing wliich participated at the Kentucky 
meetings have already been sliipited to Havana. 
They left on two big stteclals a few days back. 
Four carloads were sent direct to Havana from 
Xew 5'ork. One carload made up of tlie stable of 
Seiior A. H. Diaz left laiurel niraiit ten days ago 
and a nine-horse s]tecial pulled out of I.aiircl for 
Ciilia on Tuesday. 

Seiior Diaz’ string includes the stake winners Grays- 
siaii. Orestes and other gt«Kl ones. Tlie Xew 5’ork 
coiisigiiiiieiit was made up of tlie stables of C. K. 
MtKirc, willi Bfttio Bluff, Grundy, ('romwell. Har- 
lem Boy. Marion HoIIiiis and olliers. W . B. Dailey 
with Tropliy. Ambassador III., Babyluiiiaii. Track 
Star; Larr.v Waterbiir.v with Bight Angle and 
SycamiM»r. J. Bodeit witli four, \V. Xielioiise, 
J. J. .MiK.re, R. !>. Bresler. W. McHiiighliii. 
and the (’iirh Stable witli Bully, Peasant, Adele 
and eiglit otln*rs. Tin* Waterbury stable and 
James Roden shipiied a dozeti more lietween 
tlieiii from Pimlico, tind .\. J. GoldslHiroiigli 
will proltably send Biff Bttng tind a few others soint* 
time next week.

TO FURTHER BEAUTIFY SARATOGA 



Many Alterations Planned, Including Change in 
Steeplechase Course and Other Improvements. 



XEW YORK. X. Y., November 5. — There will be 
man.v alterations at Saratoga for next year in en- 
trances and exits, if the present plans are carrieil 
out. It is proiiosed to change tlie main entrance 
for pedestrians to a |>oint below tin* present gate 
to one on Union avenue just iilMive Ludlow street. 
Tlie automobile entrance will Ik* at tlie corner of 
Ludlow and riiion avenue. Tliese clianges will 
make tin* entrances much ni*an*r the city and will 
utilize the new plat of ground fronting on Union 
iivenne, which was recently piirehusetl by the 
Saratoga Association. Tlie parking place fur uiitu- 
inoltiles will lie iiiereased b.v sev»*ral acr**s. 

Mr. W. Clan*, the Saratoga track superintendent, 
was ill town toda.v getting instruction for improve- 
nieiits ill the track iinqier. “Kvery stable, both 
at Horse Haven and in the track, is to be ]iainted 
wliite and electric liglits installed all over the 
plaei*,” said Mr. Ulan*. “Tlie stable kitchens will 
also he fixed lip. An innovation will be made in 
tlie steeplecliase cniirse. The wcMKlen wings of tile 
jumps are to lie replaced liy slirublKT.v. 'I'his will 
take a year nr two to develop, Imt will surely lie 
complete by 1921. Many iiiiprovements are .-iiitici- 
pated liefore tin* u|H'ning next .Viignst.” 

Charles Hughes lias removed all ilie J. W. Mc- 
Clellaml yearlings from Saratog:i to Havre de Grace, 
wliere ll:ey will winter. Tliere are nearly fnriy in 
this collection. 

At the present time tliere are 25(1 horses staliled 
at Belmont Park, and suiH-rintcndeiit Pelz is prejiar- 
ing to receive alKuit one liiindred more. The few 
horses left iM'longiiig to Mr. MuconilK*r are in tlie 
stable of Thomas Welch, 'rin* stulile built b.v Mr, 
MacomlK*r, costing $38,000. is vacant and ma.v not be 
occupied next winter. 

Jolin E. Madden will leave for Kentucky witli 
eight(H*n of bis yearlings tomorrow. Tliey are all 
broken and have lieeu tried out in early education, 
wliicli will be completed in Kentucky next spring. 
-\ceording to all rejiorts tliey are a promising band 
of youngsters. 

According to figures in the booking offices tliere 
are about 20.(XK> applications for reservations Nsiked 
to move toward Havana next winter. Many of these 
are racing iiatroiis. 

Five yearlings brought to tliis country from the 
Kuuckader Stud, Irclaud, will be void at Pimlico 
tomorrow. 



MAD HATTER’S EASY VICTORY 



Son of Fair Play Triumphant In 
Pimlico Autumn Handicap. 



Sir Barton Runs Poor Race and 
Finishes Third, Bridesman 
Taking Second Money. 



PIMLICO, Md., November 3. — S. C. Hildreth’a 
Fair I’lay colt Mad Hatter, winner of the first 
riiiiiiiiig of the T..atonia Championship Stakes at lai- 
toaia this fall, accounted for the Piiulieo Autumn 
Handicap this afteriUKiii. He was kept under restraint 
to the head of tlie hoinestreteh, from where he raced 
into an easy lead and was eased up at the fini.sh. 
Bridesman was second, four lengths behind the win- 
ner and eiglit in front of the favorite. Sir Burton. 
The latter raced on the inside, where the going was 
the heaviest most of the race, which did not help 
his cliani-es any. The defeat of Sir Barton was 
a facer for the ppblic, and the colt’rf race was not 
witliin many iiuuiids of his previous nice, when he 
beat Mad Hatter at a greater difference in weights. 

The Greeiitree Stable’s Koi Craig proved an easy 
winner of the Junior Steeplei'hase. Keating had him 
under restraint until in the last half mile, then 
he won going away after taking the lead when 
going to the last fence. 

J. W. May’s Ballot colt Vice-Chairman was easily 
best of tlie two-year-olds that contested the opening 
rat» and won all the way by a wide margin. 

A close finish marked the second race. Poultney 
defeating Alvord a neck, with the favorite. Uncle’s 
Lassie, third. 

Another disappuintug favorite was Right Over 
Might ill the fifth race, W. R. Coe’s Star Court 
taking the measurt* of ’riie Beach Stable’s represen- 
tative.- 

Joan of Arc, at long odds, accounted for the 
mile and an eighth race, ni'.i us the sixth. 

G. W. Fonaaii has arranged with Frank Regan 
to take over the plater Dorcas in the hope that 
this racer may come buck to the form she dis- 
Iilayed when that good trainer handled him before 
Forman took him out of a selling race at Saratoga. 

J. 11. Ford, a former steeplechase Jockey who was 
recently discharged from the service, yesterday 
claimed the three-year-old Fleeing Sheik from O. 
Holmes. Ford also purchased at private sale from 
R. T. Wilson the two-year-old Umbala. They will 
be shipped to Xew Orleans. 

Duettiste, wliicli won tlie Manly Memorial Stee- 
pleelmse at I’imlico on Tuesday, is about as siiifty 
a steeplechaser us we have seen in some time. 
This liorse came back witli an improved iierform- 
ance over liis race at loiurel, wlien he had to be 
ridden out to beat Debadoii. He is a perfect fencer 
and poss(* 8 se 8 quite a turn of speed. At eipial 
weights it is doubtful if there is a Jumper iu the 
country that can beat him. 



MANLY MEMORIAL WINNER’S FAME 



Josopli E. 5Videner’s Manly Memorial Steeple- 
chase winner, Duettiste, has had a brief but me- 
teoric career as a steeplecliascr. His first appear- 
ance in a race tiirough the field was at Belmont 
Park June 4, 1918, whore he scored a sensational 
victory. He led from the start, stumbled at the 
tentli fence and almost unseated liis rider, but 
ipiiekly reiHivering and' overtaking W. F. Knebel- 
kamp, which hud supplanted iiim in the lead, ruci'd 
him into defeat and easily drew away at the end. 
In the Muiii.v Memorial of 1918 Duettiste gave 
fiirtlier eviduiee of future greatir.*ss when he fin- 
Isiied tliinl to Bet and The BriHik, less Ihaii a lialf 
lengtli separating the three, with Duettiste finishing 
the fastest of all. 

Ill the spring of the current year Duettiste was 
among the starters in tlie (irt*en Spring Valley 
Steeplecliase at I’imlieo, but was one of tliree liurses 
that fell and liis injuries from that mishap kept 
him out of racing until tills fall. .Vt loiiirel he 
marUed liis reliirii b.v easily eaptiiriiig the Chev.v 
Chase Steepleeln.se and Tuesday placed the seal on 
Ills qnichiv acquired fame by triilmidiiiig in tlio 
Maiil.v Memorial, tlie most valinible steeplecliase of 
tlie year. 

Diiettiste’s suec(*ss has 1 h*«*ii instant and s|>ec- 
taeiilar. From a mediuere racer on the flat he has 
virtiuill.v “Jumped” into fame uv(*rniglit. He has 
started ill onl.v five stee|ileehase ra»*es. three of 
wliicli he won, was third in one, lK*aten b.v the 
smallest of margins, and in the other he fell. 
Certainly a wonderful record with but few, if any, 
parallels.

Gloaming, liowever, spoilt 
his record toward the close of the season by beating 
him ill the Kelhurn Plate and Canterbury Jockey 
Club Challenge Stakes. Surveyor is a product of 
the now famous Galopin — 5Iusket cross, his sire 
lieing Nassau, b.v William the Third, by St. Simon — 
Stolen Love, b.v Buccaneer; by Privateer — True Ijovc, 
by Sterling, by Oxford. While his dam. Pedometer, 
is by Stepniak, by Nordeiifeldt — Demetcr, b.v Wal- 
lace; b.v Carbine — Eleusis, by Barca Idine, by Solon. 

Ill New Zealand last season Sasanof met Gloam- 
ing three times. Their first meeting was iu the 
Champion Plate, one and one-<iuarter miles, at Wel- 
lington, Gloaming winning easily and Sasanof nin- 
iiiug iiowiiere. Their second meeting wa.s also at 
a mile and a quarter, the race being the G. G. 
Stead Memorial Stakes. Sasanof l»eat Gloaming 
two and a half lengths in 2:95, ■ and when they 
opiHised each other a third time it was in the 
Islington Plate, one mile. Gloaming was all too 
goiKl for the older gelding, and beat him a length 
and a half iu the Australasian record time of 1:37%. 

AXrSTRALIAN RACE TIME REDUCTION. 

Maii.v of the Australian weight-for-age races in 
the old da.vs wore the reverse of truly run, but 
such was not the case when Carhliie and Megaphone 
met iu the Craven Plate of 1890. Odds of 7 to 4 
were laid on Carbine, but it was onl.v after a terrific 
struggle over the final half mile that he bi-nt 
Megaphone three-quarters of a length in 2:07, 
which, up to then, was the Australian record for 
a mile and a quarter. The third horse. Cuirassier, 
was twenty lengths off, and Cardigan was last. 

D. S. Wallace received only $2,295 for the win, 
wliereas today the race carries $10, (XW added mone.v. 
Carbine’s lime for the race was not equaled until 
fiftei-ii years later, when Gladsome Ix'at Marvel 
L<K'h. Ill 1909 Maltine also ran 2:07, ami I.ady 
Medallist was first to get inside that time, doing 
2:06V1 in 1911. That did not stand long as a 
record. Duke Foote eiiualing it the following year 
and reducing it to 2:05% the next. Woorak ran 
2:05'4 ill 1914. Biplane 2:0,5 in 1917, Cetigiie 
2:01',4. and then Magpie 2:04 last year. 

In New Zealand recently, with neither trains 
nor iKiats available, owners had to walk their horses 
to and from meetings in the South Island. The 
tr;;iii»r IV. Griffiths walked his horses from 
Christchurch back to Dunedin, the joiirne.v taking 
exactly a week. The horses arrived in excellent 
condition. 

C. B. Kellow of Sj'dne.v is well-known as a big 
punter, and as an amateur la.ver of odds he takes 
a deal of lM*atiug. A Melbourne exchange credits 
him with having laid J. E. Brewer $10,009 to 
twelve cents against Escomb for tlie next Melbourne 
Cup. K.INGAROO.

FOREIGN TRAINING METHODS CHANGING 



Training metliiMls Imve greatly cliaiiged in Aus- 
tralia and long distance galloiis are ipiite out of 
vogue. At one time, wlieii a horse liiid to run in 
a two-mile rac<‘, he had to gallop at that distance 
in private; but now niiy thing farther than a mile 
and tlin‘e-eiglitlis spin is iiiiiisiial in a liurse’s prep 
uratioii, no mutter how great the distance of tlie 
race in u'liicli it lias to compete. Sometimes they 
tackle a mile and a half, lint most trainers now 
liold that long gallops do more harm than good and 
act accordingly. 

Not only in Australia, but in England, ideas have 
clianged, wliicli caused a I'ontribiitor to the Dindon 
SiMirtsiiiun to write as follows last month when 
discussing Huki’s win in the Goodwood Plate, two 
miles and tlir«H>-eightlis: 

"It used to he tlie custom with old-time trainers 
to train their liorses for long distance races with 
sui'h severity that tlicy apiieured on the race course 
with their ribs the most prominent part about them 
and their frames looking like a bag of bones. It 
is ultogetlier different nowadays, tlic present school 
of trainers realizing that exi-essive lightness means 
weakness and tliat so long as a horse is clean inside 
with no fat and waste ti.ssue, the bigger and more 
muscular he is the more he is in a condition to 
do himself Justice. If a horse is a sHyer by nature 
he will stay, provided lie is fit, and if he is not 
galloping two miles every day will not make liiin 
one. A striking example of the new method was 
afforded wlille the horses alxiut to take part in 
the Goodwood Plate were walking round the paddock 
every one of the eleven starters looking heavier 
Uiaii lie has ever been U-fore, yet each was as hard

OHIO — Tin- “drys” rolled up a plurality of 50,000 
to 75,000 on tlie four prohibition amendments. 

MASSACHUSETTS — Governor Calvin Coolidge, Re- 
publican. was elected by a plurality of about 
125,000 on a platform of “law and order.’’ 

NEW JERSEY — Democratic State Senator Edward 
I. Edwards lias been elected governor of New Jersey 
on a “wet” ticket by about 10,000 votes. 

NEW YORK— Tammany got a “knockout” in the 
municipal and county election. Five of the nine 
men elected to iniixirtant city and county offices 
were Republicans. A final count today sliows elec- 
tion of F. H. Li Giiardia. Republican, to the presi- 
dency of tlie board of aldermen by a majority of 
over I.30O. 

PHILADEI.PIIIA— Representative J. Hampton 
Moore, Republican, elected mayor by about 183,000 
majority. 

MARYLAND — Both Republican and Democrats still 
clniining the election. 

VIRGIN1.\ — Slight Republican gains made in the 
assembly, but Democrats still control. 

KENTUCKY — Edwin I’.- Morrow, Republican, swept 
the state. Morrow opiiosed the league of nations. 

W.XSniNGTOX, D. ('., November 5.— The govern- 
ineiit cannot accept tin* projiosal of organiziMl lalior 
to end the coal strike by vacating the inJiinctUiu 
against the officials of the United Mine Workers 
of .\mcrica. Assistant Attorney General Ames, in 
tlie aliHcnce of Allorney General I’almer, announced 
today that the government could not almndon its 
IKisition Iwcaiise the strike was in violation of law. 
Judge .Vines issued tlie following statement: “Tile 
strike is a viobitioii of law. As long us it con- 
tinues. we are going to proce<-d in tlie courts. 'Tlie 
dispute between the mine owners :iiid workers is 
an entirely different question tliat they can settle 
ill tlieir own wa.v. The goveniiiient cannot tolerate 
(-oiitiiiiied violation of tlie law, such as tills strike 
eoiisfltiites.”

CiMilidge of Massachusetts, (singratiilating liim on his 
re-election.

— Rioting broke 
out at the plant of the Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Company again toda.v, when fifty women attacked 
the slieriff and his deputies wlien the officers tried 
to keep them from preventing workmen from enter- 
ing tlie plant. 

MADRID, Spain, November 5. — .Ml of the shops 
in Barcelona reoiiened ytaiterduy and some textile 
factories resumed work. The only two newspapers 
which liuve apiieured since the lock-out went into 
effect may be forced to suspend if the lock-out con- 
tinues. 

AUGU.ST.V. Me., November .5. — 'The amendment to 
the feileral const itilt ion giving women the right to 
vote was ratified in the house tiMlay iii'eoiieurrence 
with the .senate. The vote was 72 to (58. 

UNCLE SAM’S ONLY WOMAN TRAPPER 

Tliere is only one woman employed by tlie Ignited 
States to trap liredatory anim:ils. She is Mi's. 
-Vila Tiiigley of Id:iho, and she draws a regular p.iy 
cheek from the federal governiiient for tracking 
down prowlers of the west. She li:is lieen engaged 
in her strennoiis .work for two ywirs and likes it 
ininiensidy. Man traiqs-rs .an* going to find it 
hard to ki-ep up with tier records. List winter slie 
and luT liii.-hand. wlio lias long Irapiied in southern 
Idaho, were eneani|H‘d miles from the nearest trad- 
ing iM>int on the breaks of the Itriineail. and while 
tiien* iMdIi fell ill with iiifliienza, but somehow 
they e:inip through. Every uiorniiig Mrs. Tiiigley 
inolints iier eayuse and is off to lier tnips, of wiiicli 
she runs six lines, each comprising fifty. The route 
covers ulKiiit thirty miles. She uses a .32 caliber 
Marlin with almost jierfeet accuracy, as during the 
siininier months all the coyotes and liob-cats have 
to be shot, as their skins are worthless. Other 
game piirsneil by Mrs. Tiiigley are wolves, lynx 
and muiintain lions. She makes no special effort 
to run down foxes and badgers, and no bears come 
within the category of predatory animals. Accord- 
ing to her ex|ierience a bear seldom attacks live 
stock. Mrs. Tiiigley uses for her traps a fish bait 
prepared liy a secret formula known only to herself 
and iier husband. Tlie last of a band of wolves 
which had been the despair of stock raisers in 
Cariliou County was disiKisetl of last week. — Memphis
